require the union label on all print­ 
ing contracts let by the board of 
affairs in organised 
towns. 
The proposed Resolution was bas­ 
ed on the fact that a demand for 
the union label made up one of the 
planks of the platform on 
which 
Gov. J. C. Walton was elected last 
fall. 
Recently 
the local typographical 
union adopted a resolution address­ 
ed to the governor demanding that 
the state board of affairs be 
re­ 
moved unless it confirmed the gov­ 
ernor’s platform and 
let contracts 
for state printing only to 
union 
shops 
The opinion written by Assistant 
Attorney General C. W, King, rilled^ 
that such action by the board of af­ 
fairs would violate the equal pro­ 
tection clauses of both state 
and 
federal constitutions and also would 
be discrimination against non-union 
labor.
